To be sure, 
if it were not for a fellow named 
Robert Tyre Jones the cham- 
: pionship cups would not be near- 
‘ ly so many in the trophy cup- 
board of the city which modestly 
terms itself the Empire City of 
the South, though it would by no 
means be bare. The major record 
performance of all time belongs 
to Jones. He won 13 national 
and international contests and 
in eight of nine consecutive U. S. 
Opens was either first or second.

Nor is the Kirby championship, 
aweet as it is to the golfing capi- 
tal. the first such. It is, in fact, 
the fifth. It was the incomparable 
Alexa Stirling who first focused 
the national golfing eye upon 
Atlanta, Georgia. She was United 
States Women’s Champion three 


times, winning two of them in | 


successive years. She won in 
1916, 1919. and 1920. She and 
Bob Jones were, in.a manner of 
speaking, children together and 
they played in exhibitions for 
the Red Cross in the years of 
the First World War, being billed 
on occasion, to their own dis- 
gust, as “The Boy and Girl 
Wonders of Golf.” In 1947 the 
gallant Louise Suggs of Atlanta 
and Carrollton, won the same 
crown.

That most of that record is 
Bob Jones, does not detract from 
it, but, of course, makes it the 
more impressive.

the nation forget that since 1930, | 


only Charley Yates has won a 
male title. He won at Troon, 
Scotland, in 1938. After that the 
two girls, Suggs and Kirby, have 
added the only titles—1947 and 
1951. 

The new champion is a grand 
irl, fit in every manner to be a 
champion. Twice before she has 
been runner-up. The golf capital 
of the nation is proud of her. 

It is proud of her for many 
things, but chiefly because she 
never quit trying. She was 14 
when she first made her national 
bid. Disappointment and heart- 
break didn’t stop her. What js 
more it didn’t change her. Critics 
said she lacked the killer in- 
stinct. Happily she does. It never 
seemed to make sense to this 
young woman that to become a 
champion one had to become a 
ruthless robot, stifling every- 
thiffg in life save that which con- 
tributed to victory. As Bob Jones 
. gaid, when he received the news, 
“She has worked so hard and 
with such cheerful courage. I 
can’t think of anything that 
pleasés me more than the news 
of her victory.” e

The greatest worry in Western 
chancellories is thta Communism 
may not wait for the Western 
powers to reeoncile their differ- 
ences over how to set up a Mide 
die East defense plan—an issue 
erzued for many months. 

The West's timetable doesn't 
call for action in the area on the 
defense problem until the end of 
October. It will be another month 
before a decision is made on the 
admission of Greece and Turkey 
to the Atlantic Pact. 

Meanwhile, the situation in the 
Middle East well may go from 
bad to worse while Western of- 
ficials can do little except hope 
for the best and pray against the 
worst. 

WARNID!'C EXPECTED

Gen. Matthew B. Ridgway, working 
closely with the State Department, Chiefs 
of Staff and the White House—as a good 
and sénsible field commander must do 
whenever it is at all possible—has handled 
the truce talks in Korea in a masterful 
manner. . 

There must have been an approving 
smile from the shade of the late Theodore 
Roosevelt on hearing the Ridgway rejec- 
tion of the Communist charges.

Tax the Churches? 


The Editors: Surely the separation of church 
governments and state governments can never be 
attained as long as taxpayers’ money is con- 
stantly shifted to churches and/or church chari- 
ties. Any use of county machines for the benefit 
of welfare groups is such a transfer of wealth. 


But it is equally true that exemption of chari- 
ties or churches from taxation is likewise a dan- 
gerous policy. It would seem that our churches 
should pay some taxes. Of course, they could 
not be appraised at a cost reproduction valuation 
since they are in use only a part of the time. 


Moreover, they have little or no investment 
value because notoriously their constituency is 
usually neither wealthy nor generous in contri- 
bution. However, churches do have physical 
value and should be taxed accordingly. And 
thereafter we would hear less of the hypocrisy 
that preachers, church officers and members 
should not engage in civilian politics as an un- 
clean, excommunicated avocation.

Next Year’s Rates 


The Editors: Your editorial and cartoon on 
increased automobile liability and property dam- 
age insurance rates should certainly bring to the 
attention of the public that “this year’s accidents 
are next year’s insurance rates.” 

However, the public should also realize that 
these increased rates had no relation whatever to 
the new Safety Responsibility Law, as insurance 
rates are based on the loss experience for the last 
five years and this law did not go into effect until 
July 1, 1951. 

Also, you hope that the new rates take into 
account “the fact that the Liability insurance 
business in the state has profited from this 
legislation.” . 

This remains to be seen. If the insurance 
companies do profit too greatly by it, the rates 
will certainly go down. But if the rates had 
been maintained as they were, the insurance 
companies would soon be bankrupt as they lost 
over $1,000,000 nationwide in 1950, and since 1940 
the combined experience of all insurance com- 
panies writing this type of coverage has been 
an underwriting loss of over $150,000,000.

Acheson Develops 
An Ickes Touch 


WASHINGTON—After taking a bad beating 
over the years, the staid old State Department is 
beginning to strike back at its critics. It marks 

a distinct departure from the department’s traditional taciturnity. 

Evidence of the department’s new attitude is to be found in 
several recent incidents. The latest of these is the blistering as- 
sault Secretary Dean Acheson made on a series of allegations, mostly 
false, hurled at him by Lt. Gov. Knight, of California. For a good 
many years the State Department has clothed itself with a dignity 
that frowned on political controversy. As the governmental agency 
charged with handling our diplomatic dealings abroad, it used the 
diplomatic approach even in its domestic affairs. 

When attacked, custom heretofore has dictated that the depart- 
ment put out some decorously, worded statement in reply. Never 
was anyone given a robust kick in the pants, such as the Old 
Curmudgeon Ickes was wont to deliver when he was running the 
Interior Department. 


He’s Learned But experience has probably taught Secre- 

tary Acheson that conciliation does not al- 
ways pay. In any event, a transition has apparently taken place 
that suggests a more ty Nr policy will be launched against the 
department’s critics in the future. The Old Dowager of the de- 
partmental brigade has picked up a rolling pin and is out to bust 
a few heads. “ 

The country should find that all to the good. Certainly not every 
crank and crackpot should be allowed to get up and shout baseless 
charges against the No. 1 government department without being 
brought to task. Any agency of the government that relies heavily 
on public opinion for support of its policies must adopt an aggres- 
sive attitude with respect to its critics. In that way a wholesome 
public discussion is invited. If the critics are fakers they are ex- 
posed as such. 

The department was likely led to change its soft tactics by the 
performance of Senator McCarthy, During the past year and more 
he has made the department a target of attack. Finally tiring of 
his tirade, the department has whaled him over the head. 

Secretary Acheson delivered a_ similar 


Blow for Blow blow to the Lieutenant Governor of Cal- 
ifornia, who had been shooting off about things of which, as it has 
been shown, he knew little or nothing. Most of the extravagant 
charges he brought were easily dismissed as false. Others involved 
such misstatements of fact as to reflect gravely on the accuser. 

But it was necessary for Mr. Acheson to answer them vigorously 
to put them in a true light. Public.interest demands that when 
charges of the kind are made against responsible officials they 
either be exposed as false, or in the case of distortions the facts 
be placed on the record where the public can judge. It is not enough 
to ignore them or make a polite denial. 

If the State Department will follow this vigorous policy more 
in the future, it will command a greater respect from the public.

Mark of Domesticity

“ON HAVING A DOMESTICATED TONGUE” 
By REV. A. ALLEN GARDNER, JR. 
Assistant Pastor First Presbyterian Church 

“Every kind of beast ... hath been tamed of«mankind... 
the tongue can no man tame” (James 3:7, 8). 

It is impossible to calculate the injury wrought by an unmanaged 
tongue. The Apostle James was right when he said, “The tongue 
ee. iS an unruly evil, full of deadly poison.” 

A woman said she knewaeshe had a temper, but she was “over 
it in a minute.” So is an atomic bomb “over it in a minute.” But in 
that minute it blows everything to pieces, and there is the deadly 
after effect of radio activity. The iniquity 
forgiven, but it can never be corrected. The wound may heal, 
it will leave its scar. 

On the other hand, 
tongue.” 

A domesticated tongue is one that is tame. Such a tongue 
is opposite from the one that exists in the natural state, that is 
to say, one that is wild. A tongue that is tame is one that has 
undergone a change, and hence it can be controlled. There is a 
great deal of brutish fierceness about all of us. Like a wild 
animal, the tongue can destroy. But when it becomes tame, 
it is useful. 

A domesticated tongue is one that has experienced the discip- 
line of training. Like a horse, the tongue must not only be tame; 
it must also unaergo the rigid discipline “of training. 

A domesticated tongue is one that is suitable for use in a 
home without causing tnhappiness. A snapping, biting tongue 
is one of the major causes of divorce. “Behold, how great a 
matter a little fire kindleth,” James observed. Just one unkind 
word, and the furnace of anger burns to become a roaring 
inferno.

No one can doubt the value of a domesticated 
tongue, nor can anyone question the need for it. | 
But actually the iniquity of the tongue is only the 
symptom of the disease, not the disease itself, 
Words are but the expression of feeling in the 

The sweetness of 
its voice is the expression of the soul’s security and, 
happiness. But when jealousy and hate are brood- | 
ing in the soul, 
evil, full of deadly poison.”

. internal disease must be cured. This demands the 


assistance of the Great Physician and the axed 


of supernatural grace. 
If you desire a domesticated tongue, here are 

Rev. Alien Gardner SOME Suggestions: 

Admit your weakness. We all have it. None are guiltless. 
We have all sown the seeds of bitterness and hate. We all stand 
condemned for the iniquity of the tongue. When you admit your 
weakness, you recognize the difficulty involved. You realize that 
no matter what you can do, the tongue will invariably break 
loose and wound one of your friends. So, first of all, admit your 
weakness. 

Pray for divine help. A domesticated tongue is not impossible. 
James only said that no man could tame it. Christ can be, and wants 
to be. Lord also of the tongue. After you admit your weakness, | 
commit that weakness to His power. Christ is able to change the 
feeling in the heart and thought in the mind. He will give you a 


new heart ana a new mind. You will find that Christ is able to do 


for you what you cannot do for yourself. Pray for divine help. 

Discipline your tongue. Restrain it. Do whatever you can on 
the human level to hold your tongue. Put yourself in the other 
person's place and feel the pain of a sharp tongue. Remember 
that God also hears the words you utter, and they may return 
in the thunder of judgment and condemnation. Before you say a 
word, think about how it will affect others. Put it through the 
test. Is it true? Is it necessary? Is it kind? Practice saying only 
those things that will cause happiness, not pain. Discipline your 
tongue. 

The iniquity of the tongue is proof of the fall of man. - tha 
ean be controlled is evidence of his rising again. wWhen Christ is 
not Lord of the tongue, you are like a spring around which nothing, 
will grow. In order to rouse the spring into action, drop in a stone. | 
Soon a gurgling: sound is heard, and up shoots a column of dirty 
boiling water, carrying with it sticks, and mud and slime. 

But when Christ is Lord of the tongue, you are like another 
spring. a mitror framed with grass, lifting its face heavenward 
and reflecting the beauty of God's clouds. Dron in a stone, and 
there is no angry response. Only for 2 moment. is the reflection 
broken. Then the stone is taken into its bosom, and peace is 
restored. 

The tongue is capable of two things: it can boil over with passion 
and resentment. or with Christ’s help it can tremble a little, and 
then hide its hurt in the heart.

Family Demands Threaten Bliss 
Of Returned Daughter’s Marriage 


DEAR MARY HAWORTH: As a child, I lay awake nights re- 
solving to kill my father for cursing my mother and for threaten- 
ing to beat me. I have other unpleasant memories of his drunken 
week-ends. “After one drunk session—When I was about 14—he 
suddenly reformed overnight. He became an avid church member 
and took up hobbies at home. 


For the past seven years I’ve been living thousands of 
miles from my parents, seeing them only. for a few days, at 
intervals of about two years. 


Although I never was close to my parents, they seém to feel, 
since our return to their vicinity, that my husband and I should 
call on them occasionally. This unaccustomed chumminess is re- 
_pulsive to me and I want only to be let alone. I have tried to 
explain to my mother that we’ve nothing in common. I can’t bring 
myself to hurt them by asking them to leave me alone. 

I know my attitude is wrong, and the realization that I feel 
no love towards them makes me almost ill. John believes that I 
should visit my folks occasionally and forget the old unhappy 
things. I know that’s good sense and I should be able to act on 
it. But it’s too late for us; the chasm is too wide. a

DEAR L. R.: There’s no use blaming yourself for feeling no 
sympathy with them at present. On the other hand ft doesn’t make 
sense to try to cast them off. Naturally they cannot understand 
that rejecting line—unless to think it means you’ve become a 
phony since you left home to make your way in the larger world. 


In order to outgrow this problem of maladjustment to un- 
satisfactory parents, you must stop struggling against the prob- 
lem. You must thoughtfully examine the fact that you do feel 
threatened by the relationship, especially at close range. You 
should note with quiet interest that you are hateful and re- 
sentful in their company; also self-pitying and self-condem- 
natory by turns; and vaguely ashamed of their general unattrac- 
tiveness in your eyes. 


You are under terrific strain since coming back to your par- 
ents’ vicinity because your life, away from them, was dominated 
by an unconscious desire to disown them, to rise above them, leave 
them far behind, and become as unlike them as possible. In es- 
sence this was flight from childhood suffering, since parents are 
key figures in all a child feels; and it has tended to make you a 
“house divided,” a person largely cut off from the roots of self. 

Having spent seven years in a compulsive endeavor to. escape 
the past, it is a bit shattering, of course, to find the past shaking 

hands with you again. Your agitation in present encounters with 

your family proves you haven't matured emotionally in the time 
you’ve been away. If you had, you wouldn’t be feeling the same 
old childhood fears magnified. The basic remedy is to become 
emotionally oriented to your adult status. M. H

When is a bargain? 

Not necessarily when the signs 
scream “Sale” and the counters 
sag with .well-displayed mer- 
chandise. For Mrs. Shopper or 
Miss Buyer a bargain is more 
complicated than the price tag. 

What makes a sale, anyway? 

The purpose of a’sale, say de- 


+ partment store executives, is to 


increase traffic through the 
store. That’s so, on your way to 
the sale of sheets, you have to 
pass by counters loaded with 
shining glassware, sheer beauti- 
ful stockings, and enchanting 
costume jewelry. Unless you use 
a Seeing-Eye dog, chances are 
you'll have at least five stops 
and two purchases before you 


even reach the sheet depart- 
ment. That’s good store business. 


In most sales, say the men 
who know, it’s the thing te 
advertise items that don’t 
really need any ballyhoe. It’s 
good to cut the price and yell 
“You’ve been looking for it’ 

. . we have it!” It’s better to- 
sell a lot of popular items for 
a little less than a few of the 
same items for more. That's 
called turnover. 


Clearance, they say, is some- 
thing entirely different, The end 
of the summer comes, for ex- 
ample, and the floor is still full 
of lawn furniture. Slash down 
the prices, sell the goods. They 
call that clearance, Styles 


change, public taste wavers... 
and the merchants Are afraid to 
hold the stock. It’s better to 
have a turnover, they say, than 
hold the goods until next season 
and then*maybe have to mark it 
down anyhow. 

In a luxury dress shop, it’s 
somewhat the same. Sometimes 
unseasonable weather makes a 


difference in what high-fashion 


clothes actually move off the 
floor. Worst of all, style changes 
are sure to come. It’s no good 
to hold clothes over until next 
year. 

Better to collect 25 cents on 
the dollar, says a dress shop 
owner, than have to handle it, 
store it and display it again next 
time. The garment’ll be slightly 


soiled and certainly unfresh. Get 
rid of them... havea clearance. 


_Most of your bargains... 
real bargains, that is... come 
in clearances. The merchants 
say so. But nothing is ever a 
bargain, however little it costs, 
unless: 


1. You need the item; 


2. You know that its origi- 
nal cost was; 

3. You understand the 
quality of the item you 
buy. 


That’s why one sale doesn’t 
necessarily make a bargain and 
sometimes a whole clearance 
isn’t a saving. If you don’t need 
it, then it’s expensive for sure!

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Cures for 7 
Kinds of Lies 
By Children 


By GLADYS BEVANS 


Today I want to make some 
suggestions for dealing with 
each cause’of lying. The causes 
as you may recall were: 

(a) The lie of imagination. 
This is sometimes a wish ful- 
fillment lie. 

(b) The lie caused by inaccu- 
racy of observation; that is, 
caused by a misinterpretation of 
facts. 

(c) The lie caused by fear. « 

(d) The lie told to make an 
impression-or to attract .atten- 
tion. 

(e) The lie told to protect 
someone. 

(f) The lie told to hurt some- 
one. 

(g) The lie told to cover 
something of which a child is 
ashamed—a _ personal thing, 
poverty or an unpleasant fam- 
ily situation. 

For cures, taking each 
order, we suggest: 

(a) Accept the imaginative 
tale as a story pure and simple, 
making no issue of its being 
true. If it lasts for a number 
of years lead your child toe see 
the distinction between fact and 
fancy. If a child seems to be 
very imaginative and dramati- 
cally inelined, he might be en- 
couraged to find an outlet in 
the writing of little stories, in 
getting him a toy theatre and 
letting him give miniature plays 
or even acting out plays with 
other children. 

(b) Wait for the young child 


in 


to learn to know names and col- 


ors, and also wait for him to 
develop enough mentality to 
describe things accurately. 

(c) Remove the cause of fear. 
Avoid punishment and censure. 
Whipping and fear often lead to 
deceit and other kinds of unde- 
sirable. behavior. Gain your 
a friendship and complete 
rust. 


* . (d) Give your child interest 


and attention of an agreeable 
kind. 

(e) Respect this kind of un- 
truth. But try to prevent this 
sense of loyalty being carried 
too far. . 

(f) Deal most seriously with 
this, trying to wipe out the im- 
pulse of revenge. 

(g) Help your child to face 
the fact he is ashamed of: poor 
clothes, an inadequate home or 
an unusual family situation. 
Bring it out in the open, talk it 
over with him and explain the 


‘situation as intelligently as you 


can to rid him of the sense of 
shame. Then remedy it if pos- 
sible, 

Mismanagement and misun- 
derstanding account for much: 
untruthfulness. 

That is all except for a few 
don’ts: 

Don’t accuse your child or 
ever take for granted that he is 
lying. 

Don’t ever call him a liar. 

Don’t be harsh or cold as a 
result of his untruthfulness. 

Don’t believe your child is 
the only one who lies. Most 
children lie at one time or an- 
other, usually though, in the 
early years. 

Don’t make toa much of the 
first little untruth. .

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Five New Fabrics 


With Miracle Fiber 


The biggest news in the fab- 
ric world is word that materials 
made of five new miracle fibers 
will soon be available in quan- 
tity. The fibers are orlan, dac- 
ron, dynel, chemstrand and vi- 
cara, Each is a man-made fiber, 
planned from the test tube to do 
a specific job. 

The first report on the new 
miracle fibers is that the five 
new fibers seem to be quite as 
miraculous as their manufac- 
turers claim. Here are some 
facts about them. 

Dynel is a warm, wool-like 
fabric that is mildewproof and 
mothproof, and shrinkagegand 
stretching are very slight. Some 
blankets, sweaters and socks 
are being made of dynel, which 
stands up under repeated laun- 
derings and dries quickly. 

Dacron has a close physical 
resemblance to hylon and re- 
quires little or no ironing. Dac- 
ron absorbs very little water 
and as a result suits made of it 
remain crisp and fresh looking 
on humid days. It is wrinkle 
resistant and transfers its shape- 
holding qualities to fabrics to 
which it’s blended, such as wool 
or rayon. 

Vicara, which repels mildew 
and moths, is almost always 
blended with other fibers such 
as nylon or wool for socks, 
scarfs, sweaters and gloves. It 
is soft and warm like cashmere 
and wears like iron. 

Chemstrand is the fiber that 
makes many.wool and rayon 
seem high-piled and 
fluffy. _Soon pure chemstrand 
suitings, blankets, awnings and 
interlinings are expected on the 
market. 

ORLAN is perfect for window 
curtains. It strongly resists 
sunlight deterioration, dries in a 
flash, keeps its shape, and re- 
sists wrinkles. 

Remember, none of the new 
fibers can stand excessive heat, 


so press with only’a warm iron.

London is a nice place to visit 
but... don’t visit it on a bank 
holiday. This institution, as tra- 
ditional as boiled mutton was 
in the good old days, finds Brit- 
ain’s majestic capital sealed as 
solidly as an Egyptian tomb. 
You must shop around for a 
place to eat—not a good place, 
but just any place at all—and 
the only wheels turning are 
those of a few scattered taxi- 
cabs. Rain on a bank holiday 
makes it even more dismal. You 
wonder how England ever rated 
the word “merry” until you 
drop into one of the pubs. The 
Labor Government has succeed- 
ed where all enemies have failed 
in giving the British people the 
psychology of defeat, but, as 
long as the pubs remain, there'll 
always be an England.

The George Inn, in the South- 
wark section of London, was al- 
ready ancient when Dr. John- 
son took his ale and strong wa- 
ters thete. You'll find it men- 
tioned in Charles Dickens’ ‘‘Lit- 
tle Dorrit.” The White Lion, 
which was near by (it’s now 
vanished) was immortalized in 
Shakespeare’s “Henry VI.” ... 
The George and Vulture was 
Benjamin Franklin’s favorite 
and you'll find it, too, in “Pick- 
wick Papers.” ... Scattered 
throughout the City, as Lbondon’s 
old center is still called, you'll 
find pubs established in the 14th 
and even the 13th centuries— 
spared, somehow, by the Great 
Fire of London and: in contin- 
uous operation ever.since. Banks 
and business buildings have 
built around them where nec- 
essary. And inside them, mak- 
ing merry over their light ‘ales 
and beer, are the same charac- 
ters that Cruikshank and Ho- 
garth delighted to draw. An 
odd paradox that strikes the 
1951 visitor is that the - buzz 
bombs that gutted so many 
Christopher Wren _ churches 
spared almost all the pubs. 

The Festival of Britain, com- 
memorating the centenary of the 
one opened in 1851 by Victoria, 
then a young queen, and her 
consort, Ptince Albert, is aimed 
not at the outside visitor. so 
much as the British people 
themselves. It is a miniature 


World’s Fair, filled with gim- | 


micks and gadgets presented in 
the ultra-modern style. The 
displays slyly kid Britain’s tra- 
dition and culture and play up 
Britain’s new role as a “democ- 
racy.” Modernistic kitchens are 


featured, possibly tg take the 


people’s minds off the disagree- 
able fact that, five years after 
the war's end, citizens are still 
limited to two ogee a week and 
meat, bacon, utter, cheese, 
sugar, tea and candy are still 
severely rationed to all but the 
foreign visitor.

The leftish newspaper writers 


still make the front pages with 
stories of the “great unrest” in 
Spain and continue to snipe at 
us for our recent friendly ges- 
ture toward that country. Re- 
marks that the British Labor 
Government is “very, very hurt” 
over our change toward Gen-

Toothbrushes 


A report of the study of tooth- 
brushes in use in American homes, 
published in the Journal of the 
American Dental Association, 
showed that 8,000 were in use in 
2,000 typical American families;

From this survey the dentists 
(or maybe it was the doctors) as- 
sumed that there ought to be some 
sort of routine inspection and re- 
habilitation of toothbrushes like 
that given to motor cars, oil heat- 
ers and other domestic devices.
